The CurloDi Invention of a Rnlircil ArLII-

It in just announced that a cannon has 


been invented, the report of which none 
can bear, and which emits neither smoke 
nor fire. It is the invention of Colonel 
Humbert, a retired artillery officer, who 
has made a study for yenrs of the sub- 
ject. Tbe projectile, or rather the cotn- 
posilion thereof; the powder aud the 
method of discharge are all widely at 
variance with those familiar to artiller- 
ists. 


Colonel Humbert claims that by means 


of his apparatus a cannonade can be 
kept up at a distance of from two to 
four miles without the enemy being able 
to form any idea as to the position of the 
battery. In this way he says that bat- 
teries can be planted in the vicinity of 
the fortifications of an army, yet so far 
therefrom as to be beyond the sight, 
even if the most powerful field glasses 
are used. In such instances aa these he 
claims that aim could be taken by means 
of detailed maps and diagrams showing 
the exact position of trees, etc., all of 
which information could be obtained by 
scouting parties.

could take up a position just beyond the 
line of vision and carefully map out a 
programme of shots. Every point of the 
enemy's fortification or camps would be 
known, or at least all that it was neces- 
sary to know, and thus the enemy would 
be exposed to a fire which would appar- 
ently come from a battery well within 
range, and which they would be totally 
unable to locate. In some instances the 
point of shock projectiles and the objects 
at which they were fired would give an 
idea of the direction in which they came;

In such cases the only way to ascer- 


tain the whereabouts of the battery 
would be to send out scouting parties in 
all directions, and in the meantime the 
firing would continue. One of the most 
difficult things with which the command- 
ers of troops have to contend is a mys- 
tery. Soldiers are not afraid of tangible 
objects, but when death comes upon 
them from a totally unknown and un- 
seen quarter they easily become panic- 
stricken, and fly in whatever direction 
seems to be opposite to the one in which 
danger lies. Thus Colonel Humbert be- 
lieves that bis system of artillery would 
frighten the soldiers, in addition to 
killing many of them, and that this com- 
bination would b«) sufficient to rout any 
army or reduce any town thus bombard- 
ed.

On the one hand is the flguro of the 
fireman in uniform.

It is worth not! ng as an evi- 


dence of careful workmanship on the part 
of the founders, that the strained muscles 
and ligaments of the hand betoken no hike- 
warm clasp. 
It is a hearby, vigorous grip 


which betokens cordiality. 
The other fig- 


ure is that of a typical zouave. The jaunty 
red cap and blue jacket trimmed with yel- 
low braid, the baggy red trousers tucked in 
the white leggins, and the flannel shirt 
with loosely knotted tie—all are there in 
faithful representation ol a figure and type 
which was characteristic in the troublous 
war times. 
The faces are handsomely 


worked out and convey an expression of 
intelligence. 


The figures are of heroic size being al- 


most eight feet in height, including the 
plinth. Their attitude ie one of graceful 
and easy repose and suggestive of their 
best conditioned moments. Tho weight of 
the group is upwards of three tons. The 
pedestal and base is of handsome granite, 
roughened except on the edges and weighs 
over seventeen tons. Its composition and 
architectural features are the work of 
Messrs. Hoffman & Prochaska, of New 
York. The total height is about fifteen 
feet. 


On the bronze plinth beneath the fire- 


man is the lettering "New York," while 
under the zonave is "Gettysburg." In a 
sunken panel of the pedestal is the follow- 
ing : "2nd Fire Zouaves. This regiment 
occupied this position on the afternoon of 
July 2nd, 1863, at 5 o'clock, meeting the 
advance ol the enemy from the Uinmits- 
burg road. Strength of the regiment 324 
men ; loss—killed 53, wouuded 103, miss- 
ing 8, total 1U2." On the next stone ie 
lettered "73rd N. Y. Vol's," while on the 
base is a circular space in which a bronze 
medallion is to be fixed. The value of the 
whole work is estimated at $15,000." 


The veterans of 124th Regt., N. Y. Vol- 


unteers held a business meeting and camp- 
fire in the G. A. E. Post hall last night. 
The attendance was nuosually large, many 
being turned away from the meeting.

To bring a plot of 'land back to its 


origiual condition of fertility may be 
costly if the land has been cropped for a 
number of jw-rs. When the products 
of the farm are *. U they take away in 
their eompositin.i the plant food of the 
sMl. It is well kmvjvn that there is a 
vast store of plant food in all soils, not 
always on the surface, but deeper, the 
plant food being in an unavailable con- 
dition, and wben the crops take away 
those portions that dm be appropriated 
the soil is impoverished to the extent of 
the production of the cropa grown. If 
the crops are fed on the farm and re- 
turned to the soil in the manure the loss 
will be slight, but where the crops from 
one field are made to enrich another plot 
the loss of fertility occurs to the slight- 
ed field as completely as when the cropa 
are sold. 
When the land becomes poor 


the cost of production of a crop is in- 
creased, because as much labor may be 
rf'tuired for a small yield as for a large 
one, and to save himself from loss the 
farmer must necessarily bring his land 
back to a paying basis. How to do this 
at the least expense is one that should 
lie considered, as he must purchase ferti- 
lizers. The laud that has been for years 
dfpriyed of its plant food cannot be 
brought back to ita condition in a single 
season, but the farmer can, without the 
lojs of the use of his land, do much at a 
season of the year when he is not busy to 
add to the stores of plant food by judi 
cioualy growing crops that will assist 
him and at the same time reduce the 
cost of fertilizers. 


INCREASING THE PRODUCTION. 


Xo soil will even grow a green crop to 


be plowed nndor unless there ia sull'ici 
ent plant food to enable such a crop to 
reach a stage of growth where it can 
benefit the land. All crops require a 
varied assortment of plant foods to be 
thrifty, but some crops are capable of 
deriving a portion of their food from 
sources outside of the soil. If but a 
small crop can be secured in the begin- 
ning, it will add plant food to the next if 
plowed under, and the succeeding crop 
will consequently make more growth 
than the first. Thus, by continuing the 
process the plant food in the soil will 
soon be ample to produce paying crops, 
Uach crop, however, whether to be har- 
vested or plowed under, can be grown 
at a minimum cost, but it will be to the 
advantage of the farmer to get as large 
a crop as possible in the beginning of 
his system of green manuring in order to 
save time, as the sooner the land ia re- 
cuperated th« less loss of crops and the 
riooner the land will be fertile. 
In grow- 


ing a green crop, therefore, the farmer 
should use potash and phosphates, as 
the plants will derive nitrogen from that 
brought down by the rains and through 
the natural agencies for that purpose 
The success of green manuring depends 
upon a liberal use of mineral fertilizers 
lpotash and phosphate of lime), and the 
plowing under of as many crops as p 
sible in the shortest period of time at 
the lo\\6dt co'it at which it can be done*. 


C U K A l ' K H IN THE FALL. 


It is cheaper to seed down a crop in 


the fall to lid plowed under because no 
prt siing work need be done before spring 
The land should be plowed and harrowed 
well, iibout 300 pounds of sulphate ot pot- 
ash t»id the same quantity of phosphate 
applied, seeding to crimson clover, which 
may be plowed under in the spring, when 
the ilower heads are about turning color, 
which will add nitrogen to the soil, as 
well as giving back to the land the mm 
eral matter entering into the composition 
of the crop. Outside of the cost of the 
seed and labor the farmer will have iu- 
curiel no expensa and gained a supply of 
nitrogen of greater value than the origi- 
nal cost, as his mineral matter will be re- 
tained in the soil when the crops are 
plowed in. The land will then be at for 
corn, hut the farmer who desires to make 
the land better will continue to plow un- 
der green cropa by following the crimson 
clover with oats, corn, millet, or any 
kind of crop that may b« suitable, to be 
plowed under when of suilicient height 
1'oas, caw pens, buckwheat or a full crop 
of young weeds can also serve the pur- 
pose. In the spring, after plowing un 
der the crimson clover, lime should be 
broadcasted over the surface, and the 
next fall the mineral fertilizers and the 
growing of crimson clover may be re- 
peated. The advantages of the method 
are that the soil will be covered in winter 
and summer with a protective crop, and 
th<) cost of the mineral fertilizers will be 
but one third that of a complete fer- 
tilizer, the land being made to produce 
ita own nitrogen by the use of the clover.

JI05EY IS TUEKEYS. 


As far as my observations go there is 


more money in turkeys than in chickens. 
Many people believe that turkeys are 
delicate and hard to raise. This is true 
is they are usually bred aud yet turkeys 
ire not difficult to raise if they are prop- 
erly managed. The causes of tbe great 
mortality in turkeys are inbreeding, 
dampness, lice find improper food. In- 
breeding is the greatest evil. This de- 
generates the stock and then the lice 
usually put a stop to all further develop- 
ment. These two evils are worse than 
dampness or improper feed. 
Never 


breed from an inferior or undeveloped 
gobbler and never breed from the same 
gobbler more than one year unless the 
same breeding heus are also retained for 
another season. Young bens, if hatch" 
ed early, will begin to lay earlier and lay 
more eggs than old ones, yet tbe old ones 
make the beat breeders. 
Turkeys are 


profitable until four or flve years old. 
Do not inbreed, even for a single season. 
It is far better to expend a few dollars 
for a new gobbler unless, as I remarked 
above, the same breeders are retained 
for another season. 


If hen turkeys are not allowed to set, 


they will lay from 30 to 00 eggs in a sea- 
son. If one becomes broody, shut her 
up for three or four days and in a week 
she will be laying again. In summer, 
making growth is the great 
object. 


Tuikeys are supposed to gather their 
own living from the Melds, yet tbe same 
rule holds good with turkeys as with 
chickens. If we want good size and to 
have them to come home to roost, we 
must feed them at home every night. 
Give a liberal suppev of corn aad wheat, 
mostly wheat until November. Also a 
light breakfast, if possible). 
Pure-bred 


turkeys are tbe beat—i£ not inbred—yet 
if it is considered too coatly to maintain 
a pure bred flock, buy a well developed 
pure-bred gobbler every year. The ad- 
ditional expense will be liUle compared 
with the results. 
When November 


comes feed the turkeys intended for mar- 
ket liberally with corn. Kemember that 
this brings a good price for the corn and 
a plump turkey will sell for more than a 
poor one. The more food tbe growing 
tuikeys consume, the more they wil 
weigh wben ready for market. A good 
rule is to give a light meal in the morn 
mg and all they will eat at night, after 
they are three months old. They wil 
thus get half their living on the range 


Some writers have said that the heavy 


breeds, such as the Bronze, are not de 
sirable for the general market, being too 
heavy to sell well. This is wholly incor 
rect. It should be borne in mind that 
turkeys are sold while yet young. The 
Bronze will weigh from two to five 
pounds more than any other breed to 
the same age and with equal care. Tte 
largest toms should be sent off at Thanks 
giving and Christmas, when large birdi 
are in demand, and the hens held foi 
other markets, when medium sized sel 
the best. Get all tbe turkeys off before 
or during the holidays, as the market is 
always beat then. It is best to raise 
large, quick growing turkeys, as they re 
quire no more time or feed than smaller 
ones.—li. W. D , in Am Aririadturi.
